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It is respectfully requested that, upon the granting of the Request for Continued 
Examination by the Patent and Trademark Office, this appeal be deemed withdrawn and 
the file of the application returned to the Examining Group for said continued examination.

§1215.01. 

Withdrawal of this appeal is not to be considered to be abandonment by Applicants 
of this application nor of the invention described and claimed herein. Neither is it to be 
considered abandonment of any argument made by Applicants in any Brief or other 
submission to the Board nor of agreement with any argument made by the Examiner in any 
Answer or other submission to the Board. Neither is it to be considered waiver by 
Applicants of their right to appeal any subsequent final rejection by the Examiner as a 
result of said continued examination.
